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FRANKPLEDGE. 

TH E rnofl certain and efFedual mode 
of fecuring peace^ ng^t^ and mutual 
protcdion, for any community, is the old 
Englifli fyftem of mutual Frankpledge^ 
or free-furetyjhip, given by all the boufe^ 
holders^ for themfelves and each other, 
in exad: numerical divifions of tens and 
hundreds i which, in the Engli/h law- 
books is called " Maxima fecuritas'*-^ 
•* the greatefi fecuritj^' though it is now 
unhappily negleAed, and confequently 
crimes abound and increafe; fo that, 
B notwith^ 
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notwithftanding the horrible increafe 
alfo oi bloody laws to intimidate offenders, 
yet there is no effeSlual fecurity from vio- 
lence and robbery, either in our ftreets 
or roads, or even in our chambers; fince 
the houfes of the rich and great, nay of 
the firft officers of the ftate, arc not ex- 
empted from the nodlurnal intrufion of 
houfebreakers, infomuch that even the 
Lord Chancellor and Honourable Speaker 
of the Houfe of Commons have lately 
experienceed the common danger, and 
the deplorable want of the antient 
*' Maxima fecuritasJ' That funda- 
mental fyftem of Englijh polity is fo little 
known among us at prefent, that many 
Veil-meaning perfons are induced, by 
their fears, to wifh for f^curity^ on a 
much lefs eligible plan, formed on the 
"model of the arbitrary fyflem of govern- 
iiientin France, commonly called />^//6V, 
^ihe introdudiotl of which would be an 
"utter perverfion of the firft principles of 
I legal 
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legal government in England. The inha- 
bitants even of the nmoft diftant fettlc- 
ments under the crown of Great-Britain 
muft not adopt any polity that is effen- 
tially inconjiji^nt with the Maxima fecu^ 
ritaSf ordained and required by the 
common law of England. 

The community of free African kt-- 
tiers, however, have already adopted (as 
I am informed) a fmall variation from 
the old Englifti model of numerical di- 
vifions, by forming themfelves into di- 
vifions of dozens f inftead of tithings or 
tens-, but as this little change is by no 
means inconjijlent with the true princi- 
ples and intention of our legal Englilh 
Jrankpledge, I am At liberty to acknow- 
ledge a moft hearty approbation of it, 
as being an arrangement far more con- 
venient and effeftual for fecuring perfect 
fubordination, peace, and good govern- 
ment, even than the antient legal divi- 
B 2 fions 
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lions into tens or decinaries^ becaufc each 
dozen will have one chief or headboroitgh^ 
and one ajjifiant beadbarough^ to govern 
and lead a complete complement of ten 
decinersy fo that the divifion may ftill 
with propriety retain the old legal name 
of a tithing ox decenary, and the hundred 
divijion may be rendered literally and 
llridlly an i&«Wr^^ families, by appoint- 
ing one hundrederj two chiefs of fftiesy 
and one town clerk (or clerk of the 
hundred) over every eight dozensi 
whereby the legal hundred^ in its civil 
capacity (for the maintenance of peace^ 
jufiice^ and common right, according to 
the firft principles of our conftitutional 
folity, the moft effedual for all the 
purpofe^ of |;ood government) will

To thefe muftalfo be added^ 
the Tons, apprentice s, and in- 
dentured fervants of the deci- 
ners, viz. all the males of 16 
years of age and upwards, 
who by the common la^w are 
required to be armed, and of 
<ourfe to be difciplincd in the 
ufe of arms. The average of 
males above 16 years of age 
may be dated, I believe, at 
three to each family, includ- 
ing all the perfons above de- 
fcribed : fo that in a few 
years, if the fettlement fuc- 
ceeds, there may probably 
be added to the 100 armed 
deciners at lead 



In all 300 militia men 
in each hundred divifion, a corps that 
may be rendered fufficiently cfFedlual to 
i'upport the executive juftice of a free, 
kgal gov^nmcnt, within any extent of 

land 
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land which an hundred families can 
fairly occupy^ and amply fufHcient to 
fupply a rofter or rotation of very eafy 
iervice in the neceflary watch and ward 
of the fcttlcment. 

N. B. This average number of males 
would be rather too large, were not ap-» 
prentices and indentured fervants in- 
cluded 5 but in a new fettlemenc, where 
ordinary labour is chiefly wanted, there 
18 a great probability that the indentured 
fervants will far exceed the number I 
have eflimated. 
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WATCH AND WARD. 

Rotation. — Exercife.—Bifcipline freferved by 
Fines of Labour. — JVatch Duty of Indentured 
Servants to be allowed and deduced from the 
Term of their Indentures. 

The hundred deciners fhould ferve, 
three at a time at leaft, with fix privates, 
in due rotation, as the nightly guard of 
the hundred divijion-, which guard being 
divided into three parties of one decincr 
and two privates each, one party may 
patrole, whilft the other two arc fta- 
tioncd at the gate-houfe, or watch- 
tower, alternately watching and rcfting 
every four hours 5 but the patroling and 
watching party muft relieve each other 
every two hours, until it is their turn to 
reft four hours in the inner guard room; 
by this means the watch duty may be 
C rendered 
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rendered very eafy and equal to all ranks 
of perfons in the hundred; and even if 
the captain and four of the oldeft de<« 
ciners, together with eight of the 
youngeji privates be excufed the nightly 
duty, the rotation of this eafy fervice to 
each individual will be only once in 
thirty-two nights, viz, lefs than twelve 
nights in a year, which cannot interfere 
with their ordinary employments: but 
for the fake of keeping up prqper difci* 
pline, triple the number ought to affem- 
ble in rotation, every evening and morn- 
ing, to fet and to difcharge the guard, 
after the performance of a ftiort military 
exercife all together, under the infpec- 
tion of the captain, or one of the lieute- 
nants, (being previoufly trained or drilled 
in fmall fquads under the infpe£tion of 
their refpedive ferjeants) and this at* 
tendance may be rendered perfectly equal 
and regular to all ranks, by a proper 
rojler of fervice, duly diftinguifhing the 

courfes 
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courfes of Watcb and Ward from the 
rotation of attendance for mere exer- 
cifct ' 

Want of punduality in muftcrs, or 
abience^ (hould be punifhed in propor- 
tion to the time loft^ by equal fines on 
all ranks of men^ eftimated at fo many 
days or hours labour (as hereafter ex- 
plained) towards the fupport of the 
public Exchequer. 

Difobedience of orders on fcrvice, and 
inattention or careleflhcfs in cxercife, 
and all fuch other mifdemeanors^ fhould 
be likewife punifhed by fines of labour 
for publick profit. 

The watch duty of an indentured fcr- 

vant fhould be rewarded by a dcdudlion 

of one day's fervice from his indentures 

for each night that he attends on mili- 

C 2 tary 
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tary duty, which will encourage his 
vigilance, and win his attention to the 
interefts of the fettlement; and by his 
.being entered on the fame rofter with 
the whole body of deciners, and by ferv- 
ing in due rotation, with them he will 
foon perceive the facility and happinefs 
of becoming a deciner himfelf by proper 
diligence in fulfilling his contract of lar 
bours efpecially as the regulations, hercr 
after to be mentioned, will infure hin^ 
from the impofition of more fervice than 
is due, and from the fraud or oppreflion 
of an unjuft mafter^ and he will acquirp 
ftill further fecurity by being known, 
^nd by becoming acquainted with other 
deciners (befides his mafter) in the nii^ 
}itia fervice. 
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FREE LABOUR, 

Free Labour to he ibe Standard or Medium of 
Traffick injiead of Cafh.

jtxVMAN Labour is more effential 
^nd valuable than any other article in 
new fettlements, which chiefly depend 
on the cultivation and produce of the 
earth for their fubfiftence and commer- 
cial profit. On this account, though 
the price of provifions is generally lower 
in new fettlements than in communi- 
ties of long (landing, yet the price of 
Free Labour is always much higher; 
and higher ftill, or rather infinitely more 

expenjive 
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expenjive (however flaveholders may 
reckon) is the labour of Jlaves^ befides 
the abominable injuftice, the corruption 
of manners, the danger, and other 
0urfesy which always attend the tolera- 
tion of flavery ! Free labour, therefore, 
in all new fettlements, ought to be made 
lh« fiandardi or medium, whereby to 
rate the value of all the neceflaries of 
life, as well as of all articles of com- 
merce in the fettlement : a cow, (heep, 
or hog, or a bufhel of corn, (hould each 
be valued at a proportionable number of 
days^ labour, eftimated at eight hours 
aftual labour per day 5 and a pig, rabbity 
pr fowl, at fo many hours labour, ac- 
cording to their refpcdtive fizes ; and for 
the fraftional eftimation of fmaller arti- 
pies, the hours may be reduced to 
minutes, and thereby afford an excellent 
fubftitute for money as a medium of 
traffk: and exchange, whereon a paper 
currency may be eftablifhed, which will 

always 
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always bear an intrinfick ^alue, without 
diminution, as hereafter explained under 
the head of Publick Revenue* 

The daily commencement of publick 
labour and of hired labour, and all the 
neceiTary cefTations from labour for reft 
and refre(hment, (hould be limited to 
ftated periods of time, rendered uniform 
and general, throughout the fettlement, 
by the periodical fummons of a publick 
bell, as in our dock yards and great ma- 
nufai^ories, for the more efFedual pre- 
vention of impofition by the employer 
or employed. 

By the limitation of labour to eight 
hours per day, the rateable or legal day's 
work (inftead of continuing from fix in 
the morning to fix in the evening, as 
with us) will end at four in the after- 
noon, including two whole hours for 
neceffary rcfrefhment and reft ; unlefs it 

(hould 
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fhould be thought more convenient m 
general to begin at five in the morning, 
and to work three hours till eight, and 
then, after refting half an hour at break- 
fall, to work three hours and an half 
more till noon, when a moderate and 
temperate meal, fuitable to the heat of 
theclifnate, may be rendered more re- 
freftiing and healthful to the labourer by 
^ general Jejioo, or fleeping time, during 
the meridian heat till half pad one- 
which rpft of one hour and an half, at 
one tim.9^ will be an)ply fufEcient to 
recrpit,,tj:ieco fof . the remaining burthen 
of the rateable labour, or. legal day 'a 
M'ork,.. viz. one hour and an half more, 
ending at three a'plock in the afternoon, 
when the evening of the antients com-* 
roenced, and tthe appointed hour of even^ 
ingjacrifice in the patriarchal times. If, 
therefore, the new fociety would agree 
to aflembleat /i6^/i^cz^r, in whatever 
place they ihall afterwards appropriate

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jiiae o'clock, after breakfaft, but I pro^-i 
pofe with diffidence, left publick prayers 
even only once a day ftiould be obtained 
with difficulty. 

As fome of the out lots "^^^ bediftant 
about two miles from the centre of th^ 
townftiip, it may perhaps be more expe- 
dient to commence the rateable daily 
•labour even half an hour fooner ftill, 
than I have laft propofed, viz. at half paft 
four in the cool of the morning, where- 
^by all publick labour will end at half paft 
two in the afternoon, which will allow 
'time for labourers in the diftant lois to 
•repair to the general aflcmbly of the 
'townlhip, at evening prayer. And an 
'officer from every dozen may be ordered 
'to be prepared, by a previous examina^ 
-tibn, a< Ihe publick bank of all the in- 
dents in courfe for each day's labputj 
'that -after being difcharged in the pub- 
'-^ick books, they may be cancelled/ and 
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moft cxpeditibufly, returned to thofc whp 
have fulfilled them; all which» by the 
happy fyftem of Frankpledge^t roay hfe 
moft eafily cffeded with very little l<i^ 
of time; io that the labourers may 
return from the centre of the townfhip 
to their own private lots^ and have near 
five hours of leifure to themfelves to cul- 
tivate their own land, even if they work 
no later than eight at nighti which will 
allow them ample time for reft, efpe*- 
cially as the mi^'Azy fefioo will render 
lefs flcep neceflary at night.

HEDEMP. 
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REDEMPTION from SLAVERY. 

Redemption frtm Slavery. — Price to he repaid hy 
ajhort limited Service to the Publick Excbe^ 
quer. — Profit by Redemption infinitely Juperior 
to the Profits of the Slave ^rade. 

Z HOUGH it is a fundamental prin- 
ciple of the .fettlement, that all Jlaves 
.'fhall be deemed free as foon as they 
enter it, fo thjat no perfon can retain, or 
?fell, or employ, ajlave within the bouncjs 
of the fettlement, yet there can be no 
impropriety in providing a means of re* 
.paying the expence of redeeming Jlaves^ 
on the condition of 2iJhort limited fervice, 
as an apprentice or indentured fervant, 
.provided that the actual prices given for 
.redemption can be fufficiently authenti- 
cated, that no more may be repaid, 
except, perhaps, a limited profit, not 
exceeding ten per cent* by way of in- 
E 2 tereft. 
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tcreft, for advancing the price; and pro- 
vided alfo that the faid limited fervice of 
the contradl be not claimable by any 
individual^ but by the pub lick Exchequer 
only^ after the redeemed perfon has con* 
fented to work out the price ; whereby 
all poflibility of domejlicjlaveryj or pri^ 
vate opprejjion^ will be excluded; and 
the Exchequer will give an ample equi- 
valent to the redeemed perfon, to infure 
his voluntary confent to a contract for a 
limited time of labour^ not only by the 
protection it will afford him, but alfo 
by putting him in poffeflion of a portion 
of land, equal to the quarter part ofade-- 
ciners lot, to be increafed as he difcharges 
his debt of labour; and by finding him 
provifions until he (hall be able to 
raife provifions from his own land. 
1 he publick Exchequer will be enabled^ 
by the confent of a majority of the fct- 
tiers, thus to difpofe of land, becaufe 
all the unoccupied land in the fettlement

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is to be deemed as common^ in which the 
whole body of fettlers, fcnt out from 
England, if above fixteen years of age, 
whether indentured or not, (hall be en- 
titled to an equal Jhare, and therefore no 
land muft be appropriated, but by com^ 
mon confent. Suppofe the redemption of 
a man (hould cod ten pounds (which I 
believe is about the average price ovi the 
coaft) and fuppofe the labour of fuch a 
flrangerbeeftimated only at fixpence fter- 
ling per day (though it is certainly worth 
much more, perhaps three or four times 
as much) a limited fervice, by the re- 
deemed perfdn, of five years to the pub- 
lick Exchequer, as an equivalent for the 
purchafe of a full lot of protedled land, 
with a gradual introdudtion to all the 
privileges of a free Englifli fettlement, 
will amount, at 310 working days per 
annum (fifty-two fundays and three holi- 
days being dedudled for the reafons al- 
ready m entioned under the head of Free 
2 JLabourJ 
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Labour) will amount, \ fay, to 3 81. 15s. 
out of which, after paying lol. the price 
of redemption, and 10 per cent for the 
advance of money, viz. il. more, there 
will remain in the publick Exchequer 
(towards fupplying food and necefiaries 
to the labourer, till he can provide for 
-himfelf,. and for rifque of lofs by iick- 
nefs or death) the fum of 27L 15s. the 
•furplus of which, if the redeemed per- 
fon lives and does well, becomes the 
property of tl^e ^piiblick^ in which he 
bimfelf enjoys an equal fliare of pro- 
fit ; fo that the purchafe of ajlave, un- 
der fo equitable a regulation, will be 
really and truly a Redemption from Sla* 
very to a ftate o{ freedom and protedlicn. 
And if the voluntary labour of a man 
(hould redly be worth three times what 
1 have cftimated (as I really believe it is) 
the profit for redemption, for iiL dif- 
burfcd, will amount to 105I. 5s. which

publick Exchequer! Nay, the profit 
may be fairly eftimated at a much higher - 
rate ! for if the free labour^ which the 
redeemed perfon pays for his lot of land, 
be employed by the eleded truftees of 
the Exchequer in the publick lots of land, 
. they may expedt to receive at leaft the or^ 
dinary produSiion of land^ for the labour 
bellowed upon it; which even in our 
northeni climate may be rated at a triple 
amount (and much more may certainly 
be expeded in the fertile and produftivc 
climate of Africa) fo that the ordinary 
profit may fairly be Itated at 315K 15s. 
for III. difburfed, which 1% at the rate 
of aS/o-rVl* per cent, in favour of the 
publick "Exchequer \vi which the redeemed 
perfon himfelf would have an equal pro-- 
perty with the reft of the community. 
Let the advocates for flavery fhew, if 
they can, that involuntary fervitude is 
equally profitable! The intolerable ex- 
pence of all kinds of labour wherever 

flavery 
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llavery is permitted, when compared with 
the price of labour mfree countries, will 
fufficiently confute them. But more 
fhall be fard of the great profits of Free 
Labour^ under the head of Publick Re- 
venue^ &c.

bourer i fo that pcrfons who have money. 
Or more valuable employments, may

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of all kinds of fmall articles in traffick 
and to afford a convenient exchange 
when the indentures are circulated like 
bills in lieii bf carfi; and for fuch arti- 
cles as may require a ftill fmaller frac- 
tion to exprefs any gradual rifing or fall 
of price, the proper fraction of an hour 
into fixty minutes, will be fufficiently 
fmall for all purpofes ; and if any ipecies 
of fo fmall a value as one minute (or even 
as five or' fifteen minutes) (hould be 
thought neceflary, fmall pieces of copper 
or other cheap metals, amber,, or parti- 
cular kinds of (hells or beads, may be 
fubftituted for it. But if indentures, (for 
the ' fake of uniformity in the currency) 
fhould be preferred, an indenture for ten 
minutes f the fixth part of an hour, will 
amount exadlly to one farthing, at the 
loweft price of ordinary labour, u e. one 
fhilling per day. 

In 
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'in the indentures mud be exprefs'd the 
name of the town(hip, or of thehundred^ 
and the number^ or other denomination of 
the tithing or dozen, wherein the figncr 
Yivcsi and when the indenture is cutofFat 
the figured tally, the figner of it fhaH 
keep the cheque in his own pofleflion, 
but fliall deliver the full number and 
value of his figned indentures into the 
Exchequer, in the prefence of the chief 
of the dozen to which he belongs.

The entry or counter cheque in the 

publick treafury of every man's accompt 

^f indentures, for which he is a debtor 

to 
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to the publick, (hall be carefully exa- 
mined and certified by the Hundredenf 
or their ailidants, or at leafl by four of' 
the Hearibproughs, of the particular 
4livifion to which each debtor refpedively 
belongs, which will be very lictle trouble 
to each chiefs as the higheft will certify 
only for loo families^ and the regula« 
rity of the frankpledge, and the certain 
inowledge of each individual in a divi« 
•fion^ which every chief obtains by it, 
will efFcfikually fccure. every individual 
from forgeries ; fo that no inan will be 
liable to anfwer any demands for labour, 
but what may be amply proved and au-» 
thenticated by comparing the cheques 

in bis own handg with the certified entry 
in the Exchequer. 

, MaAers o( apprentices^ and alfo of /V?- 

dentured Jirangers,, brought by them 

into the Settlement, fhall be obliged to 

rcgifter the faid indentured perfons in the

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pttbliek Exchequer of the townfhip 
where be lives, together with the terno^ 
of their indentureSj on the penally of 
310 days labour for every wilful failure 
herein ; and he fhall be obliged to deduct 
from the limited time of indencirred 
fervice^ all the time that the apprentices 
prfervants have worked for the pubbck 
benefi?. 

When a man has worked out, or 
Otherwife redeemed any of the paper* 
money, for which he is^ ix)minally re^ 
fponfible, andiball have received back 
|he indenture, after the fervicc. He may 
produce it at tho Exchequer, . together 
with its correfpondiog checque, that M 
may be cancelled ia the publick ac« 
count 5 whereby the difcharge of pub* 
lick debts may be as regularly proved 
and authenticated as the Juft demands 
abovementioned; and the ftate of a man's 
publick debt may always be known at 

the 
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the publick Exchequer by the balance 
€tf indentures in his accompt; and 
thereby all frauds and impofitions may 
\>e eaiily traced and detected. 

As Labour\x\ all new fettlements where 
land is cheap, is, of courfe, much higher 
«nd more valuable than in old eftabliOied 
ftates, the intrinfick value of the labour^ 
m the propofed new fettlcment, might 
fairly be eftimated at double the price of 
labour in England ; but atprefent I will 
rate it only at onejhilling per day, on ac- 
count of the limitation of eight hours 
inftcad of ten, commonly required in 
England. About 300 males have already 
entered their names; which number 
multiplied by fixty-two, the tax of days 
work due from each per annum, by this 
regulation, will produce j 8,600 days of 
labour in a year, due to the publick ; 
which, eftimated at the low average rate 
pf only IS. per day, will amount to 930K 

per 
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per annum. And as the value or cx- 
pcnce of labour, when applied to land, 
(at the ordinary eftimatioh of increaie 
by the produds of the earth in return 
for labour and care) is expected to pro- 
duce at leaji triple the amount of the 
dilburfement, even in oiir northern cli* 
mates^ fo. the value of 930I. beftowed in 
labour oh the publicfc lots of land in thfc 
fertile arid prod uftive climate of Africa; 
'where very little labour is neceflary, 
might certainly be eftimatcd much 
higher : but even at the ordinary rate it 
will amount to279ol! per annum, which 
is a very great publick revenue, if it be 
remembered that It is cafcufeted pn the 
very fmall number of 306 males, reckon- 
ing rich and poor together, which arc 
only the ordinary average number of 
males in an hundred divifion^ or 100 
families of a well eftabliflied fettlement, 
at the rate of three males to a family ! 

K The 
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The gcnerail contribution, which I 
1iav6 [yropofcd, is ejualfy laid on the 
poor as on the rich, the former being 
tquMlfy capable of paying it, and that 
certainly with more cafe to themfelvcs, 
by being accuftomed to ordinary lahour. 
Neverthelefs the rich (it may be faid) 
ought to contribute more than the poor, 
tin account of the fuperior advantage^ 
which accrue to them by their aiTocia^ 
tion with the poor in one well regulated 
political body. The fuperior advantages 
I fpcak of arc-^ift, ThtperfonaJ eafe or 
exemption from labour, which their 
riches may always procure to them in 
fucb A fociety— and fecondly the efFec*- 
tual fccurity of their property, or wealth, 
procured in Frankpledge^ or " Maxima 
fecuritasi* by the equal exertion of 
perfbns, who have no property^ and by 
^n ^jtt^/rifque, alfo of their lives ^ in cafe 
of actual danger. So that it feems 
clearly reafonable and juft, that the rich 
I and 
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and higher ranks of citizens fhould 
(rojQtribute more to the publick revenue^ 
than the poor ; — but in what proportion 
is rather difEcuIt to determine ; though 
it may be readily anfwered, that the 
quantity of riches fhouid^ in due pro>* 
portion, determine the quantity of con- 
tribution ; yet this cannot be doqe with- 
out a general tax on property y which, as 
experience teaches u^, is liable to many 
inconveniences ; fo that even the antient 
and ordinary tax of tithes to the clergy 
^s deemed grievoufly inconvenient* pa 
account of the difficulties, difputes^ 
quarrels, and vexations, which too fre- 
quently happen, as well in comppundr 
ing for them as in (he colledion of then) 
in kind. The only expedient, therefore, 
which I am able to deyifc, at prefent| 
for procuring a larger contribution fron^ 
the rich, is a tax on pride an4 indolence i 
a tax whicji, though it will not produce 
in exadl proportion to 'th? property of 
K fl^ the 
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the wealthy, will neverthelefs moft cer- 
tainly obtain from the wealthy and 
luxurious a contribution exa(5lly pro- 
portionate to whatever pride and indd^ 
lence may lie occafioned by the fuper- 
iiuous wealth of the community : and in 
aid to this tax on fuperfluous wealthy the 
affluence like wife of the more ufeful 
members of focicty^ whofe employments 
procure them a more profitable reward 
than they could obtain by ordinary la- 
jbpur, might be made to yield a reafon- 
able addition to thp revenue in confide- 
ration of their fuperior abilities to con- 
tribute, which men of this refpe^Stablc 
'^l^fs certainly have.

Though labour is the common lot of 
man, according to the divine fentence, 
or penal judgment, denounced againft 
our firft male parent, — *' In the fweat of 
*' thy face fhalt tbou eat breads till thdii 
^.* return into the ground^^ &c. Gen. iii^ 
19. and though an apoftle alfo has de- 
clared, that ** if any would not work 
f^ neither fbould he eat^* yet many 
perfons there are, in every con^tiiunity, 
who by forne means or other feem to be 
exempted from the neceffity of perfonal 
labour J the ordinary condition of human 
life ! How this may be accounted foV^ 
and reconciled with the divine decree, is 
iflated more at Jarge in my tradt on the 
^aw of Nature, aiid Principles of Adioq 
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in Man, p. 21 30. Nothing, there- 
fore, according to natural religion^ can 
be more reafonable and juji^ or more 
confident alfo, according to the fecond 
foundation of law, with the revealed nioill 
cf God in the holy fcripturcs, than that 
^11 perfons who have wealth fufBcient to 
purcbafe an exemption from this ordi^ 
nary lot of man^ fliould be required to 
contribute in a larger proportion to the 
exigencies of the community, than 
perfons who depend on their daily 
labour for their daily bread. And this 
additional contribution may very eafily 
be levied, without making any other ad- 
ditional objedl of taxation tjian what I 
have already propofed to be the Jingle 
article of general contribution, viz. the 
two tenths of ordinary labour : let a re- 
demption of the general taxof fixty-two 
days* contribution, viz. two tenths of 
ordinary labour be required at the rate of 
t double^ or, if nepcflaryj^ of a triple 

v^luq 
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Value of the fervice, from all perfons 
Ivho, having no real bodily infirmity 
or incapacity, fliall decline a perfonat 
attendance for the general contribution^ 
either through pridci by fetting them- 
felves up above their brethren in their 
own eflimation, as fuperior to the com« 
moa lot of Brdinary labour^ or clfe by 
having a better and more reafonable ma« 
tive, that of a more profitable occupa^ 
tion for the employnaent of their timie^ 
which will equally render them capable 
of paying, without any aAual hardlhip, 
the additional tax for the edfe^ indulgence, 
zxid/uperior profit, which they enjoy by 
the purchafe.

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^alue^ which cannot amount to any real 
hardChip or oppreflioaj as the alterna- 
tive, and only hardship to thofe whojtnay 
love too well tbeir wenlik, and deemjht 
tax too heavy ^ is to^fubmit to the ^ordi- 
nary lot of their brethren, in complying 
with a fliort limited fervice for the pub- 
lick benefit, in which they themfelves

For, as ordinary labour \s rendered the 
medium of trajic, infteadof cafli, thefirft 
advantage to a poor induftrious man^ ac- 
cuftonied only to ordifiary labour, is^ 
that he v(ill, at all times, have it in his 
power to obtain employment; in the 
fearch of which, with us, many honeft 
men, in all the three kingdoms, are ob- 
liged to leave their native country. And 
the fccond material advantage to him itf 
that he can always obtain an immediate 
credit, proportionable to the value of his 
unengaged time, for any articles of trade 
that he may want, by giving the mer-* 
chant, or trade/man, in return for them,

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the purchafe is worth ; and he is alfo 
enabled to employ a Blackfmitb, car^ 
ftnter^ or othtet iifeful artificer (in cafe 
he {hould want their afCflance on his 
own lot) by giving thctn, in like manner, 
an indenture, for as many days of or^ 
dinary labour^ as will amount to the 
value of the work.

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to the dates of the indentures entered^ 
tbi booksf and actording to the quantity 
of debt which each indifidual had to 
work out« And, thtt no man may ran 
deeper in debt, by difpoling of his laboat 
to a greater amoont than he may be able 
to difcharge in doe time, all iodentores 
whatfoerer for the labour either of ap-> 
prentices or fervants, (bould be entered 
at the bank of the townihip, where the 
parties refide, whereby not only the ftate 
of every labourer's debt may be always 
known, and, of cotrib^ likewfb his ability 
to difcharge it, bat alfo, on the other 
hand, the labourers, apprentices, and 
fervants themfelvei, will be thereby more 
eafily protected from the q>pfeflion of 
fuch avaritious matters, as might other- 
wife be inclined to exaA more fervice 
than 16 due hf the teriasof their eontra^^^ 

If any peribn fhonld die before bis 
indentured &rTke is difidbarged to the 

public 
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puUk bank^ his land, ftock, and efFefts 
•fliall be anfwerable to the amount of his 
deficiency to the pubJick^ in preference 
to all other debts : whereby the paper 
€Urren(y, will alwdys preferve zjlandard 
valu€\ and, at the fame time, afiford a 
tnoA convenient medium for traffic and 
exchange. If any further difficulties, 
more than I have forefeen and guarded 
Bgainft^ fhould ftiU be objefted, I flatter 
ihyfdf* that the falutary eftabli(hment of 
Frankpledge will be fufficient to obviate 
them alK* For this maxima fecuritas^ 
renders every individual completely re- 
fponfible for all debts or demands that 
can juftly be made upon him, and for 
all charges againft him whatever, becaufc 
the refidcnce of the meancft member of 
focicty can be moft cxpeditioufly known 
by the public books; fo that he may be 
immediately traced at any time to his 
very chamber, and no individual in 
frankpledge can refift the united power 

M of 
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of a free people— —for if any one (hould 
n^gledt or defpife the fummons of the* 
public bank, his tithing or dozen may 
be compelled (on the penalty of a heavy 
fine for negledt) to produce hinv: and 
(hould the tithing or dozen negledt, the 
hundred is fummoned to enforce fatis- 
fadion, and fo on with refpedl to higher 
divifions, until the flrength of the whole 
community is united, as one man, to 
render executive juftice, tojine^ or other- 
wife punilh all contumacious delinquents 
againft common fcnfe, and to enforce 
obedience to the determined juftice of 
the majority. This occafional mention 
of mifdemeanors and Jines, reminds me 
that I have omitted to add to the amount 
of my calculation of Revenue^ the proEt 
of the public Jines and forfeitures^ which 
muft always be very confiderable where 
Frankpledge is eftabliftied; not only, 
becaufe the regularity and order of the 

fyftem renders the levying oi Jines and 

forfeitures

Jbrfekures extremely cafy, expeditious, 
and free from expence, but alfo, becaufe 
the penalties oi Jines znUi forfeitures are, 
in Frankpledge, extended to the minutejl 
immoralities, and negligences, in order to 
render the peace and regularity of fociety 
as perfe<fl as poflible. Add to this a 
very particular advantage, which the 
ancient mode of punifhing by fnes and 
forfeitures, will acquire by the applica- 
tion of my propofal of univerfal calcula- 
tion by days labour— ^zn advantage which 
could never before be obtained; viz. 
that tht pooreji man has, thereby, yS/?^^- 
tbing to forfeit, even fometimes very 
confiderable, becaufe his perfonal labour 
is equally valuable, and probably morefo, 
than the labour of a man of fuperior 
rank; fo that even the happy fyftem of 
Frankpledge itfelfi^ very materially im- 
proved, and rendered much more effectual, 
as well as more profitable, by the pro- 

^pofed addition.

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All cooteoipts of legal fummonfeff to 
lahour^ would, of courfc, htjinablei as* 
alfo apparent Jiotk^ or retnijfnefs in worJk'^ 
if^i both of which would thereby be 
made effectual to increffe the n>alue qftb4 
paper currency f inftoad of diminishing it^ 
as might be expedted* Likewife all con- 
tempts of courts neglefts of fammons to 
attend juries; want of pun<3uality ia 
attending the duties of Watch and Wardf 
in the rotation of the public rofter; and 
all inattention or difobedience while on 
duty; all breaches of the fabbath, fwear--^ 
ing, drunkenqefsi and immodefty^ as 
well z^fornicatiot^ and adultery (both of 
which fliould be very fttiftly, and very 
feverely mul<^ed, for the more effefliual 
promotion of honourable marriage) giving 
or accepting a challenge to fight, even 
though no inifchief (hould enfue; all 
unncccflary wrangling, fighting, or 
ftriking, and even every wilful provocar 
tion by word or geflure, and every otbep 

mifbehaviom- 
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miibebaviour that is inconfiftent with the 
peace^ order, and quiet of a happy fo« 
cicty, would be puniihed by a fmtable 
Jim of days work, in proportion to the 
offence, by which altogether this cflential 
article ofjlnef zndi forfeitures (which, ia 
England, through negleSi of Frankpledge^ 
are hardly an objcdt of confideration) 
would ncceffarily occafion a much larger 
addition to the public revenue than I caa 
venture, at prefent, to eftimate; and, 
therefore, I muft beg leave to referve this 
valuable article oifines^ to make up any 
deficiencies, which, perhaps, may be 
afterwards difcovered in my other cal- 
culations jf to which muft alfo be added, 
as a further referve, the profits arifing 
from ^^ fale of land for day labour^ not 
yet eftimated, though it would probably 
amount even to more than the fines. 

I have already, without thefe profitable 
articles, carried my cftimation of the 
public Revenue nearly to the amount of 

4000I. 
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4000L per annum, for every 100 families, 
including equally both rich and poor, 
which far exceeds the proportionable 
revenue, I believe, of any kingdom oa 
earth; for indeed, the fame means are 
not fraSticable in any country or nation^ 
unlefs the moft excellent fyftem of 
Frankpledge be previoufly eftabli(hed, 
which I muft frequently repeat. But, 
for the fake of comparifon, let us apply 
this fcheme to the computed average 
number of taxable houfes or families in 
England and Wales. The one million 
families (as they arc commmonly efti- 
mated) would raife, by merely taking on 
themfelves the very moderate and equal 
burthen of only a 5th part of their moji 
ordinary labour, eftimated at the low rate 
of one (hilling per day, together with the 
additional tax on pride^ and the eafy levy 
on profitable occupations^ with the due 
increafe of the whole profit, when applied 
to the cultivation of public landf woul4 

raife 
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raife (I fay) at the rate of 39o61.for 
every hundred families, before calculated, 
the amazing revenue of 39 millions, and 
60 thoufands of pounds fterling, per 
annum. If I am queftioned on the pof- 
iibility of railing a fum fo enormoufly 
great, that it far exceeds the whole annual 
produce of all our accumulated taxes, 
cuftoms, and other means of revenue, I 
muft confefs, that I am at a lofs how even 
to fatisfy my own doubts about it; and 
that I know not what reafons to affign for 
fuch an incredible accumulation of wealth, 
arifing from fo trifling a burthen laid 
upon the people, unlefs it may be attri- 
buted to the effectual employment of all 
the labouring poor I and of others capable 
of labour, and alfo to the effectual means 
which the propofition feems to pro* 
mife of rendering that general employ- 
ment of ordinary labour profitable, not 
only in the circulation of the indentures 

as bills and cajh\ but alfo in the increafc 
5 which 
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which may be naturally expedted frooJ 
the aStual labour ^ when applied to tb^ 
earth. But there are other advantages 
attending the propofal, which are no| 
yet reckoned. 

The previous re-eftabHfhment of 
frankpledge^ without which the raifing 
of fuch an increafed revenue could not 
be prafticable, would, at the fame time^ 
render abfolutely unnecejfary the greateft 
part of our moft expenfive eftabli&mcnts 
both civil and military. 

So that, upon the whole the gain 
might fairly be eftimated at nearly triple 
the effeSiivej or neat amount of all the other 
devifeablc " Ways and Means, &c.&c.**— 

That this is not an exaggerated Aatement 
of our publick burthens, will be allowed* 
I believe, by all parties. I wifli they 
were equally agreed in opinion about the 
neceffary remedy !

Propqfedfor the intended New Settlement 
g/' Sierra Leona* 

As it will be expedient for th# 
welfare of the new Settlement, that 
at leaft four perfons of liberal edu- 
cation fhould be employed in each 
hundred families, to regifter eftates as 
well as judicial determinations, and keep 
an exadt account of all public debts, re- 
ceipts and expenditures, in the books of 
each hundred j being alfo fuch perfons 
as may be capable of readily acquiring 
by ftudyj fome general knowledge of the 
common law of England^ that they may 
be prepared, on all occafions, to give 
proper information and advice to the 
hundreders^beadboroughs^ and others who 
N probably 
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probably may not have had the opportip-' 
nity of acquiring that kind of know- 
ledge ; it is propofcd, that fufRcient 
Jalarits in days work (hall be paid to all 
perfons fo employed in the public fer-? 
vice : and that they may not hold thefc 
offices of pfofit on a precarious or bafe 
tenure, it is alfo propofed that they {ha,ll 
be eleSted to hold their refpcaive officer 
on the fame terms, as law officers m 
England > viz* ** quamdiu fe bfne gejfi^ 
tint'' — ** as long as they Jhall bebavi 
^* tbemfehes well:'* that i$, until they 
are actually ^c>«*z;/(^^^ by *' duepro€efssf 
*^ the law,'* of fame notorious malver-^ 
fation or ^iflionefty, whereby they inv 
eur a legal incapacity for their offices by 
ceafing to be ** good and true men**^^ 
^\ Boni et legales homines.'* — And yet, as^^ 
k might be dangerous to thie new Settles 
fiicnt to permit men to hold offices of 
confiderable projit without annual r^- 
€leSiion^ if they were permitted at the 

iamc 
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ftme time to obtain and hold offices of 
fQwer^ — it is, therefore, propofed^ (from 
-the cxanfiple of the common law of 
England) that the oiSicers pf mdgijierial 
power and command over the militia, as 
JhertffSf heads of thoufands^ hundreders or 
headborougbsj and their refpe^ive //(f^z^- 
ties or ajfiftantsy (hall hot be allowed any 
falaries ; nor be eleded into arty offices 
to which falaries are annexed, unlefs 
they (hall cbnfeht to give ^p their offices 
of power and command; and on the 
other hand, that no perfons holding 
offices with falaries t ihall a<icept any 
.office oi power or command in the fnilitia^ 
without vacating and yielding up thp 
former office oiprofp.
